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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received on 5/1 5/2006 has been reviewed and considered with the 
following results: 

As to the prior art rejections to the claims, Applicant's amendment and argimient have 
overcome the previous prior art rejections mailed on 02/13/2006, as such; the prior rejections 
have been withdrawn. Furthermore, in view of the inclusion of all of the limitations of new base 
claim 9, within original base claim 1 included claim 3, which have been indicated allowable in 
the prior Office Action mailed on 02/13/2006. Therefore, the case is found to be in allowance 
condition for the reasons as set for below.

Claims 6-8 have been cancelled. 
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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a high-pressure discharge lamp 
(as shown in Figs. 1-2) provided with a discharge vessel having a wall of a ceramic material, and 
provided with at least one electrode feed through (2, 3), as recited in claim 1, having specific 
structural limitations such as the electrode pin (29) comprises a solidified tungsten melt (35) at 
its first end (28) in the vicinity of the interface (34) between electrode pin and cermet rod (26) 
without contacting the cermet rod, and being configured in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a high-pressure discharge lamp 
(as shown in Figs. 1-2) provided with a discharge vessel having a wall of a ceramic material, and 
provided with at least one electrode feed through (2, 3), as recited in claim 9, having specific 
structural limitations such as the electrode pin exhibits, at its first end, a tungsten melt (35) in 
three locations on its circumference, which tungsten melts are arranged at an angle of 120° with 
respect to each other and are at the same distance from the interface (34), and being configured 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims.
